Fjords are exceedingly friendly, love lots of attention, are very people 
oriented, and make very dependable companions. Their charming personality, 
well-balanced temperament, along with their fine intelligence, make them 
adaptable to many tasks. From the show ring to the trail they are excellent and 
consistent performers. 

Fjords are most often recognized by their unique coloring. The horses are 
basically dun colored, but the tail and the mane (which is often cut short) have 
a distinctive dark stripe that runs down the center. 

For horse lovers, or those who are curious about these charming and gentle 
beasts, come to the Scandinavian Festival and get acquainted with a Fjord
